Ohio, to make the su bp oena more sp ecific 
led to a recess of the committee u ntil lat­ 
er in the day when a v ote will be taken. 
There was clearly enou gh su p p ort in the 
committee to v ote for a broad su bp oena to 
cov er ev ery thing the committee asked for 
in its original req u est on Feb. 25 when 
Latta asked for the recess. 
The White Hou se offer — made 45 
minu tes before the committee met — was 


to deliv er some of the tap es in a day or 
two. It was su p p orted by most committee 
Rep u blicans bu t the E)emocrats said it 
came too late.

For lying on Watergate 


Porter is sentenced 
to 30 days in prison 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
- Herbert 
L. 
Porter, who handled the su rrogate sp eakers 
p rc^ram in President Nix on’s 1972 re-elec­ 
tion camp aign, was sentenced today to 
serv e 30 day s in a federal correctional in­ 
stitu tion for ly ing to the FBI in its Water­ 
gate inv estigation. 


Porter, who will be 36 on Satu rday , is 
the fou rth former White Hou se aide who 
has been sentenced to p rison bu t the sen­ 
tence was the lighest of any . 


Before joining the Nix on reelection 
committee in May 1971, Porter worked 
briefly in the office of Herbert G. Klein, 
former 
White 
Hou se 
director 
of 
commu nications. 
The charge carried a max imu m fiv e 
y ears in p rison and a $10,0(X) fine bu t a 
lawy er 
from 
the 
office 
of 
sp ecial 
W atergate p rosecu tor Leon Jaworsld said 


Porter’s inv olv ement in the W atergate 
cov er-u p was "less in degree than others 
who p leaded gu ilty to felony charges.” 


Porter, who now works in his father-in- 
law’s 
small 
constru ction 
bu siness 
at 
Lagu na Nigu el, Calif., had adm itted to the 
Senate W atergate Committee that he also 
gav e p erju red testimony to the grand ju ry 
and at the 1973 W atergate break-in trial. 


He said he agreed to the lie "becau se of 
the fear of grou p p ressu re that wou ld 
ensu e, of not being a team p lay er." 
The false story concerned money he gav e 
to 
G. 
Gordon 
Liddy , 
the 
alleged 
mastermind of the Watergate break-in. 
Porter said dep u ty camp aign director 
Jeb. S. Magru der had ordered him to giv e 
money to Liddy for "dirty tricks," and that 
he tu rned ov er some $35 ,000. 
At the end of Ju ne 1972, some 11 or 12 


day s after the break-in at Democratic 
Party 
headq u arters. 
Porter 
said 
Magru der told him that "dirty tricks" 
wou ld sou nd bad to inv estigators and 
asked that they concoct a cov er story . 
Porter said he agreed to say he gav e 
Liddy 
$100,000 for hiring 
10 college 
stu dents for 10 months at $1,000 a month 
and that was the story he later told.

JERUSALEIM (AP) — Prem ier Golda 
Meir formally su bmitted her resignation 
today , p lu nging the nation into p olitical 
u p heav al 
and 
clou ding 
p rosp ects 
for 
p eace in the Middle East. 
The p resentation of her resignation, 
annou nced Wednesday , came as Arab 
terrorists sneaked across the Israeli-Leba- 
nese border, killed a dozen men, women 
and children in a little town, then blew 
themselv es u p as Israeli troop s closed in, 
senior p olice officers said. 
The u p set of Mrs Meir and the p olitical 
weakness of her lame-du ck gov ernment 
p u ts Israel at a disadv antage in nego­ 
tiating with Sy ria to end the continu ed 
fighting on the Golan Heights front.

as a 
seriou s 
setback 
to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger’s 
hop es for a q u ick disengagement along the 
Israeli-Sy rian front A delay in this sector 
cou ld endanger the entire momentu m of 
the q u est for p eace in the Middle East. 
Officials of Mrs Meir’s ru ling Labor 
alignment said she wou ld stay in office at

whether Defense Minister Moshe Day an 
shou ld share the blame for Israel’s initial 
setbacks in the October war, Mrs. Meir, 
who will be 76 in three weeks, told the 
leaders of her p arty Wednesday night: "I 
can no longer bear the bu rden...! hav e 
reached the end of the road.” 


Mrs. 
Meir 
officially 
tendered 
her 
resignation today to President Ep hraim 
Katzir. The meeting with the ceremonial 
head of state followed a sp ecial session of 
Mrs. M eir’s cabinet. 
Katzir p raised Mrs. Meir for "her work 
and dev otion to the rise and dev elop ment 
of the state." 
He told rep orters he thou ght Mrs. Meir 
wou ld rem ain as head of the caretaker 
gov ernment bu t wou ld not try to form 
another cabinet.

said

wou ld 
immediately begin calling in p arty leaders 
to 
discu ss 
the formation 
of 
a 
new 
gov ernment. 


It was the second time in 39 day s that 
Mrs. Meir annou nced she was q u itting, bu t 
this tim e it was generally believ ed that she 
meant it. 


"Don’t try to change my mind, it won’t 
help ," she told the p arty cau cu s, and com­ 
p lained abou t p olitical riv als "who say I 
am only driv en by lu st for p ower." 


Noting the wav e of dissent following the 
loss of more than 2,5 00 men in the October 
war, she warned: "We cannot ignore 
p u blic feeling...The atmosp here created 
arou nd the gov ernment has made it imp os- 


sible for the gov ernment to handle all the 
p roblems facing u s.”

Establishment that has dominated Israel 
since its birth in 1948 , Mrs. Meir has led 
the gov ernment since 1969. 


The fu tu re of Day an, the one-time p u blic 
idol, was u nclear. The charge that he. Mrs. 
Meir and other Labor leaders were to 
blame becau se the Arab attack in October 
took the armed forces by su rp rise was the 
major factor in the setback the ru ling 
p arty su ffered in the general election Dec. 
31. 


President Katzir cou ld designate a 
p olitical leader to form a gov ernment, bu t 
Labor p arty leaders said new elections 
were inev itable.

The p rop osal was defeated by 3,094 to 2.95 4, a differenc’e of 
only 140 v otes, Ap ril 2 It will be p resented again in a sp ecial 
election May 14 A simp le majority is req u ired for p as.sage. 
There are ap p rox imately 13,000 registered v oters in thip school 
district Election records indicate that 400 district residents 
casting ballots Ap ril 2 did not v ote on the lev y increase p rop osal 
Meeting at the board of edu cation offii’e, the citizens grou p 
decided to condu ct the registration camp aign before registration 
books will close to district residents W edne^ay 
Under the state-wide v oter registration law, registration 
books mu st be closed fou r Wednesday s p rior to an election The 
action will affect only those residents in Sedaba School District 
2 00 
William Hiatt, chairman of the grou p , Thu rsday said the 
comnu ttee p laas no major new methcx ls of p romoting the issu e, 
"bu t we certainly p lan to intensify greatly the efforts that were 
u ndertaken before " 


This ap p roach will be reflected, he said, in increased media 
adv ertising and p ersonal contact.

by 
emp hasizing the district’s desp erate need for the added fu nds," 
Hiatt said. "When y ou take $25 0,000 (the estimated y early 
increase that wou ld be afforded by the lev y hike) ou t of a school 
bu dget, it’s bf^nd to affect the q u ality of edu cation that can be 
offered.” 


Discu ssing the fu ndamentals of edu cation, he said, "What 
we re talking abou t is reading, writing and arithm etic, in this 
sease. The harm created by an iasu fficient bu dget cou ld affec’t 
these lev els as well as others." 


Hiatt estimated there wou ld be a larger v oter tu rnou t for the 
sp ecial election than there was for the sp ring elections, and 
based his p rediction on p ast history . 


"Two y ears ago. when we p resented a lev y increase 
sep arately , it drew more v otes than were cast in the sp ring 
electioas. I tru st the same will occu r this y ear." 


Hiatt said the citizens’ grou p will meet Ap ril 19 to assess 
p rogress made and u p -date p romotional activ ities.

Nixon described as 
' own worst enemy'

In the debate before the committee 
recessed, the White Hou se delay s were 
sharp ly criticized by all members. Most 
Rep u blicans said they had come to the 
meeting p rep ared to v ote for a su bp oena 
u ntil they learned of the last-minu te offer. 


" It’s a little late to make a deal," said 
Rep . Robert Kastenmeier, D-Wis., after 
committee cou nsel John Doar told of a 
last-minu te telep hone call from President 
Nix on’s cou nsel. 
Doar said Jam es St. Clair said he wou ld 
be willing to giv e the committee within the 
nex t few day s a nu mber of sp ecific 
conv ersations between President Nix on 
and his chief aides that the committee 
believ es relate to the Watergate cov er-u p . 


Howev er, St. Clair’s offer did not cov er a 
nu mber of other tap es the committee 
asked for. 
As 
soon 
as 
Doar 
comp leted 
his 
discu ssion of St. Clair’s p hone call a 
resolu tion au thorizing the committee to 
issu e a su bp oena for ev ery thing cov ered 
by 
the 
req u est 
was p u t before the 
committee. It ap p eared to hav e solid 
su p p ort of the Democratic majority . 


Doar said that in his talk with St. Clair 
the White Hou se lawy er did not indicate 
whether Nix on wou ld comp ly with a 
su bp oena. 


The confrontation that has been bu ilding 
since Feb. 25 when the req u est was made, 
became all bu t certain Wednesday after 
the White Hou se said it wou ld not decide 
u ntil after Ap ril 22 what it wou ld giv e to 
the committee. 


The White Hou se p osition, sp elled ou t in 
a letter from Jam es D. St. Clair, President 
Nix on’s cou nsel, antagonized committee 
members of both p arties and a wide 
segment of the Hou se.

Kilp atrick’s colu mn, "A Conserv ativ e 
View,” ap p ears regu larly in The Sedalia 
Democrat and Cap ital 
Sp eaking before abou t 125 p ersoas at 
Missou ri Valley College here, Kilp atru k 
tou ched on Watergate, imp eachment and 
inflation. 
He described Richard Nix on, v y hom he 
has known for more than 25 y ears, as 
a"tru ly a loner" and a "m an of great 
p ersonal reserv e ” 


Regarding the Watergate si'andal. he said 
Nix on "su rely is in a fix 
the President 
in many way s is his own worst enemy ." 
Howev er, he p ointed ou t that tht*re hav e 
been m'biiloiis allegations and innu endos 
regarding Nix on’s role in Watergate 
He said, "I want that stop p eti, and one 
way to stop it 
is by actu al formal 
imp eachment 
"I want the Hou .se of Rep resentativ es to 
p u t all (rf these p oisonou s accu .satioas to a 
head . arx l v ote the p oor dev il u p or v ote 
him down," he continu ed. 
Kilp atrick described imp eachment as a 
p art of the criminal v ix -abu lary He said a 
p resident cou ld not be imp eached for 
maladministration becau se it wou ld leav e

Arab terrorists 
kill 18 Israelis 


QIRYAT SHMONAH, Israel (AP) - 
Three Arab terrorists sneaked across the 
Lebanese border into this little Israeli 
town today , killed 18 men, women and 
children and then blew themselv es u p as 
Israeli troop s stormed the ap artm ent 
bu ilding where they were hiding, senior 
p olice officers said. 


"They were ev en armed with rocket- 
p rop elled 
grenades 
and 
they 
were 
throwing children from the top floor of the 
bu ilding," said an officer in a bu llet-p roof 
v est, standing ou tside the scarred and 
ransacked ap artm ent bloc. 


The Pop u lar Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine-General Command, a sp linter 
Palestinian 
grou p , 
telep honed 
news 
agencies 
in 
Beiru t 
and 
claimed 
resp onsibility for the "su icide attack" on 
Qiry at Shmonah It said the p u rp ose of the 
raid was to gain the release of 100 
gu errillas from Israeli p risons. 
Three more gu errilla infiltrators seized 
a school in the mou ntainside frontier settle­ 
ment, bu t it was emp ty for the Pas.sov er 
holiday s and the gu nmen abandoned the 
bu ilding and escap ed, p olice said. 
Senior military sou rces said the bodies 
of men, women and children fou nd in the 
ap artm ent hou se brou ght the death toll to 
18 with 16 wou nded. The state radio said 
eight children, eight adu lts and two 
soldiers died in the most costly gu errilla 
raid inside Israel since the Tel Av iv airp ort 
massacre of May 1972, which took 26 liv es. 
The Arabs first seized control of an 
emp ty school and then mov ed to the 
ap artm ent bu ilding. The state radio said 
they fired su bmachine gu ns and threw 
grenades into the ap artm ents as they shot 


their way u p to the fou rth floor in a trail of 
blood. 
Israeli troop s and Defense Minister 
Moshe Day an ru shed to the mou ntainside 
town, and ju st ov er fou r hou rs after the 
raid began a military sou rce said. "It is all 
ov er.” Heav y ex p losions shook the bu lding 
as the Israeli troop s stormed it. 
The bodies of Israeli civ ilians were 
fou nd in the doorway s of their ap artm ents 
and childrens’ bu llet-torn corp ses lay on 
the stairway of the bu ilding, the radio 
said. 
The gu errillas were carry ing ex p losiv e 
charges with their Ru ssian-made assau lt 
rifles, and the room where they barri­ 
caded 
themselv es ex p loded when the 
Israelis 
op ened 
fire 
and 
ru shed 
the 
biilding, the radio said. The blasted 
bodies of the three gu errillas were fou nd 
inside. 
The grou p ’s command in Lebanon said, 
"Ou r men carried ou t their instru ctions. 
They set off ex p losiv e belts they wore for 
the op eration when the enemy tried to 
storm the bu ilding they were holding. 
They died along with their hostages.” 
The grou p , the Pop u lar Front for the 
Liberation 
of 
Palestine 
G eneral 
Command, earlier demanded the release 
of 1(X) gu errillas from Israeli p risons, in- 
clu dir^ the Jap anese Red Army man who 
su rv iv ed the ma.s.sacre at Israel’s interna­ 
tional airp ort 
‘Unless 
the 
p risoners, 
inclu ding 
Jap anese commando Kozo Ukamoto. are 
released within six hou rs, we shall not be 
resp onsible for what will hap p en to the 
hostages,” said the u ltimatu m telep honed 
to news agency offices in Beiru t, the 
Lebanese cap ital.

LONDON — Lenin said that 
radio 
was 
a 
“ newspaper 
withou t paper and bou ndaries," 
an idea his followers apparently 
still take v ery mu ch to heart. 
At the moment. Ru ssia and 
its allies beam a total of 1.350 
broiidcasting hou rs a week, or 
ju st u nder 10 million words, to 
Western Eu rope and North 
America alone. In contrast, the 
combined weekly broadcasting 
ou tpu t to Ru ssia and eastern 
Eu rope is 8 25 hou rs, or ju st 
u nder 6 million words. 
Ev ep with that disparity , the 
commu nists 
hav e 
pou red 
considerable amou nts of money 
and resou rces into an attempt 
to stop the limited v olu me of 
Western 
broadcasting 
from 
reachi^ listeners 
in 
their 
cou ntries. 
Last September, ju st before 
the opening of the second stage 
ot 
the 
Eu ropean 
secu rity 
conference in Genev a, Ru ssia 
and the other East-Eu ropean 
cou ntries had no fewer than 
3,000 transmitters whose sole 
pu rpose was to jam Western 
broadcasts 
beamed to 
the 
commu nist 
world. 
These 
transmitters, which first made 
their appearance 
after the 
c om m u n i s t 
c ou p 
in 
Chechoslov akia in 
1948, cost 
125 0 million to install and |100 
million a y ear to ru n. This is 
m ore 
than 
the Sov iet 
gov ernment 
spends on 
its 
domestic radio network. 
Jamming of the BBC, the 
Voice of America, and some 
other Western stations stopped 
in September. Bu t some of the 
stations, notably the American- 
financed 
Mu nich 
stations. 
Radio Free Eu rq>e and Radio 
Liberty , are jammed ev en now. 
The West German station 
Deu tsche Welle, from Cologne, 
has been jammed again since

The propaganda war is at its 
hottest in Asia. Ru ssia has two 
black stations, pou ring ou t anti- 
Maoist propaganda in Chinese, 
as • well as a major station 
broadcasting to the third world 
called 
Radio 
Peace 
and 
Progress, which claims that it is 
independent of the Moscow 
gov ernment bu t is thou ght to be 
ru n by the KGB. 
China, too, dev otes’ a large 
part 
of its own u nofficial 
broadcasting 
to 
anti-Sov iet, 
and, more recently , specifically 
anti-Ru ssian propaganda The 
Chinese and the Ru ssians both 
ou tside world by commu nist 
c ou nt r i e s 
has 
g r own 
enormou sly in recent y ears: 
more than fiv efold since 195 0. 
In the same period. Western 
broadcasting has grown at only 
half 
that 
rate. 
Commu nist 
broadcasters are also becoming 
more sophisticated in their 
approach. There are fewer of 


those lists of mind-bending 
statistics 
abou t 
Sov iet 
"achiev ements,” 
and 
more 
reasoned argu ment in defense 
of Sov iet policies in terms a 
foreign li.stener can at least 
begin to accept. 
Ru ssia and China ev en u se 
argu ments and facts from non- 
marx ist sou rces when this su its 
their book. 
Whatev er 
impact Ru ssia’s 
and China’s propaganda hav e 
on each other’s popu lations, 
their impact elsewhere does not 
begin to measu re u p to the 
resou rces pou red into it. 
In large parts of Africa, for 
ex ample, the BBC still has'a 
clear 
lead 
in 
nu mbers 
of 
listeners ov er all competitors, 
with the Deu tsche Welle’s new 
transmitters starting to catch u p 
in some places. 
The BBC does particu larly 
well in Nigeria. Ev en in India, 
which has been getting close 
attention 
from 
Ru ssian 
propaganda 
ov er 
the 
past 
decade, independent su rv ey s 
show that the BBC has 15 times 
more listeners for its Hindi 


broadcasts in large u rban areas 
than Mosco radio. 
In the Middle East the BBC 
Arabic serv ice does better than 
the others. An opinion poll 
carried ou t among the readers 
of a Beiru t paper on the fifth 
day of the Yom Kippu r war 
showed the BBC at the top of 
the p(^u larity list, with Cairo 
radio ru nning second. 
The au dience for commu nist 
broadcasts in the West is so tiny 
largely becau se ev en the angri­ 
est critics of most Western 
gov ernments can find ou t as 
mu ch abou t the sins of “late 
capitalism" from local sou rces. 
Ev en 
where 
au thoritarian 
regimes discipline the media, 
the alternativ e for the rest of 
the popu lation seems to be a 
Western 
rather 
than 
a 
commu ni st 
station 
or 
newspaper. 


In commu nist cou ntries, on 
the other hand, most people 
still cannot • trav el to non­ 
commu nist cou ntries or lay 
their* hands 
on 
Western 
newspapers 
and 
magazines. 
That alone probably ex plains 
the enormou s popu larity of 
Western broadcasts, which gav e 
listeners the sort of fac*ts and 
figu res 
that 
are 
otherwise 
av ailable only to a small cricle 
of 
senior 
party 
men 
and 
officials. 
Radio Liberty , in 
Mu nich, qu otes Solzhenitsy n’s 
statement in a New York Times 
interv iew in Au gu st, lff72, that 
any body in Ru ssia who wants to 
know what goes on in Ru ssia 
mu st listen to Radio Liberty . 
The station broadcasts in 18 of 
the Sov iet Union’s langu ages: it 
wou ld like to be “an alternativ e 
home serv ice.”

interested him, he turned his attenUon to 
racial differences in what may be termed, 
provisionally, “ intelligence.” He began to 
write and to lecture in the field It is 
absurd to contend that a scholar of his 
experieni-e, 
after 
this 
time, 
is 
an 
ignoramus on the subject. 


Shockley perceived that Negroes, as a 
group, uniformly scwe lower than whites, 
as a group, on standard tests intended 
to 
measure 
aptitude, 
learning, 
and 
intelligence. He concluded that these 
differences 
could 
be 
explained 
satisfactorily only as a consequence of 
genetic differences. This conclusion led 
him to various recommendations having to 
do with sterilization, and so on. Because of

Shockley,

A couple of observations are in order. 
First, the facts themselves are not in much 
dispute. 
The 
systematic 
testing 
of 
“ intelligence” goes back many years. The 
first massive use of standardized tests 
occurred in World War I. with the “ Army 


Alpha" and “ Army Beta” tests. With 
encouragement 
from 
the 
American 
Psychological 
Association, 
the 
field 
expanded greatly in the next 20 or 30 years. 
Long before Shockley came along, a host of 
respected scholars had worked on the 
voluminous data. The facts are plain. 


What is not plain is what the facts mean. 
It is quite conceivable, as many critics 
have insisted, that the tests themselves are 
at fault — that cultural and environmental 
differences are so great that no test could 
be devised that fairly could measure 
whites and blacks by the same questions. 
On the other hand, it is conceivable that 
Shoc'kley may be right: there may, indeed, 
by some genetic basis, as there seems to be 
a genetic basis for the black tendency 
toward sickle cell anemia. 


When Shockley first got into this field, he 
was urging only that the genetic possibility 
be responsibly ejq>lored. Overnight he 
became an intellectual leper. In the 
emotional hothouse of a racially conscious 
society, hositility grew like a tropical vine. 
At

university 
after 
another 
— 
Princeton, Yale, Dartmouth, Harvard — 


Shockley 
was 
shouted 
down 
or 
“disinvited.” 


These institutions in the past have 
pnded themselves as citadels of free 
speech. Their contemptible treatment of 
Shockley gives the lie to this boast. Others 
may prq>ound outrageous ideas, not he. A 
black law student e]q)lained to CBS 
reporter Mike Wallac*e that freedom of 
speech “ must be intelligently applied,” 
and Shockley, he said, is "not intelligent.” 
Wallace ask ^ who is to decide which ideas 
are intelligent? “ The people,” said the 
student. And who are the people? “ We 
are,” said the student. 


Shockley’s political prq[X)sals, which 
appear to involve some kind of point-and- 
bonus system of rewards for sterilization, 
sound screwball to me. But this has to be 
said, and it has to be said over and over: if 
free speech is to survive, free speech must 
be preserved for those who propound ideas 
that others regard as screwball Ideas. 
These ideas can be challenged, accepted, 
ridiculed, proved or disproved, but in a 
free society they must never be suppressed.

Merry-go-round 


Despite the strain, 
Nixon looking well 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — President Nixon has 
come through the Watei^ate ordeal, so far, 
with no outward sign of strain. This is the 
remarkable report of aides and visitors 
whom we have surveyed. 


Over the past year, the President’s great 
re-election victory has exploded. One by 
one, close associates have pleaded guilty to 
crimes and have accused other trusted 
aides of crimes. E^ch day, month after 
month, has brought news of yet another 
moral calamity. 


The President has been revealed as a tax 
fudger who would use dubious loopholes 
to reduce his income tax below that of an 
ordinary worker, a finagler who would bilk 
the taxpayers for improvements to his 
personal property. When crimes and 
improprieties have been traced right to his 
door, he has defended himself by claiming 
the President of the United States didn’t 
know what was going on inside the White 
House. 


The dreary revelations, piled one upon 
another, might have broken a man of less 
grim determination. The terrible weight 
could still affect his policy decisions and 
cause repercussions around the world. 


Therefore, we have interviewed several 
people who have been in contact with the 
President — visitors, aides and 
a few 
intimates — to find 
out how 
he is 
weathering Watergate. Most asked us not 
to identify them; a few had no objec‘tions 
to being quoted. 


Those closest to the President agree he 
has gone through agony over Watergate. 
On occasion, they have heard him erupt 
with rage and profanity. But most of the 
time, he has bottled up his feelings and 
gone off to agonize alone. 


His favorite retreat during the lonely 
struggle with his seventh and greatest 
crisis has been Camp David in the 
Maryland 
mountains. 
Sometimes, 
his 
close friend, Bebe Rebozo, would join him 
fora long weekend. 
( 


Sources who visited the retreat during 
these periods say Rebozo would mix a 
small pitcher of martinis and the two men 
would sit in deep silence seemingly on the 
same wave length. 


The 
President 
emerged 
from 
his 
introspection several weeks ago full of 
confidence. He told aides that the worst 
was over, that the case against him had 
been presented in the worst possible light 
and that hereafter his side of the story 
would receive national attention. 


He scheduled a series of speeches and 
question-answer sessions to lay his case 
before the nation. He sought invitations 
from Republican candidates to prove he 
wasn’t a political liability. He also sought 
to show that, despite Watergate, he is still 
governing the nation. As a climax, he 
hopes to hold a triumphant summit 
conference with Kremlin leader Leonid 
Brezhnev in Moscow. 


Those who have been in touch with 
Nixon in recent weeks say he is in excellent 
spirits, showing no signs of fatigue. His 
voice is strong and decisive, and he speaks 
with calm assurance. His eyes are clear 
and penetrating. He looks his visitors 
straight in the eye, his own gaze never 
wandering. His handshake is firm. There is 
color in his cheeks. 


Several people told us he looks better 
now than ever. Party worker Mrs. Martin 
Erck, who met with the President for the 
first 
time 
in 
12 
years, 
commented 
wonderingly: “ He has held up a great deal 
better than I have.” 


He is in good humor, often wisecracking 
and laughing with those around him. A 
presidential 
portrait 
painter, 
Graham 
Yates, showed his portraits to Nixon the 
other day. The President shuffled through 
the paintings and came upon his own 
likeness. Deadpan, he demanded: “ How 
did this get in there?” 


But for all the outward optimism, 
Richard Nixon sometimes still slips back

Hoose

cooling off must originate with 


Taiwan or the Soviet Union or 
from circles that are enimical 
to the Chinese.” 
Partly because they believe 
the Soviets are a “ very real 
and 
immediate 
threat,’’ 
in 
Hoose’s words, the Chinese are 
committed 
to economic ex­ 
pansion through trade. 
In Canton, for example, the 
government has constructed an 
enormous trade building to re­ 
place older facilities. The com­ 
plex is at least 20 times larger 
than the existing facility, with 
hundreds of acres of grounds 
and buildings. 
Further evidence of a com­ 
mitment to trade, said Hoo.se, 
are dozens of new hotels in 
Canton, Shanghai and Peking, 
the development of more dock 
space and even a .system for 
handling containerized cargo.

Boyle convicted 
of union slaying

M ine W orkers President W. A 
“ Tony ” 
Boy le was convicted Thursday night of 
three counts of m urder in the slay ing m ore 
than four y ears ago of union rival Joseph 
“Jock ” Yabloaski, his wife and daughter. 
The verdict was returned by a jury of 
nine men and three women after 4 V 
2 hours 
of deliberation. 
The conviction carries a m andatory 
sentence of life im prisonm ent. 
The 7 2-y ear-oId Boy le, who already is 
serving 
a 
three-y ear 
federal 
prison 
sentence 
for 
m isuse 
of 
union 
funds, 
ex hibited no em otion as the verdict was 
read by jury forem an Cly de M. Parris. 
Boy le, however, did have a pained 
ex pression on his face as he turned to wave 
goodby e to his wife and daughter on his 
way out of the courtroom . 
Boy le 
was the ninth person 
to be 
charged in the m urder of Yablonski, a 
union 
insurgent 
whose 
dissident 
m ovem ent shook Boy le’s leadership in 
19 69 and later toppled him from the 
UMW’s top post. 


Kenneth Yablonski, son of the slain 
m an, stood with tears in his ey es nex t to 
special prosecutor R ichard A. Sprague 
and rem arked: “ You don’t know how 
happy I am . T here’s no words th at I can 
e x p re ss.” 


Sprague said the verdict “ is proper and 
shows that effective law enforcem ent can 
get to the people at the top ” 
“ U nfortuately ,” he said. “ too often only 
people at the bottom are caught and 
convicted. We get only the puppets and not 
the puppeteers.” 
Sprague had based his case alm ost solely 
on the testim ony of W illiam Turnblazer, 
52. the only w itness to link Boy le directly 
with the killing. 
Turnblazer, 
a 
lawy er 
and 
form er 
president of UMW District 19 in Tennessee 
and Kentucky , had testified that Boy le told 
him and Albert Pass, another form er 
D istrict 19 officer, that Yablonski had to 
be killed. 


Turnblazer said the order w as given 
June 23. 1969 at UMW headq uarters in 
W ashington, D.C. as the three men stood 
outside an elevator for a m inute or two. 
Boy le, who testified in his own defense, 
denied the charge and said such a m eeting 
never took place. 


Turnblazer has pleaded guilty to federal 
charges of conspiring to kill Yablonski. 


Seven others, including Pass, have been 
convicted of m urder or have pleaded guilty 
to the m urders, described in confessions 
and testim ony as a complex plot that was 
nearly given aw ay by poor planning and, 
in its final m om ents, was nearly bungled 
by a jam m ed gun.

JERUSALEM (AP) — P rem ier Golda 
M eir announced her resignation Thursday 
before a packed parliam ent and pledged 
that Israel would continue to seek peace 
and honor its international com m itm ents 
She warned the Arab states, however, 
that Israel s arm y is deploy ed “ as alway s 
and ready to fulfill its task.” 
The 
special 
Knesset 
session 
was 
originally called to debate the causes of 
Israel’s unprepared ness at the start of last 
O ctober’s M iddle E ast war. But Mrs. 
Meir. who looked tired and pale, took the 
opportunity to form ally announce her resig­ 
nation. E arlier, she had formally notified 
President E phraim Katzir. 
The prem ier, who will be 7 6 on May 3. 
said she had resigned because the public 
unrest that developed following the w ar 
“should not be ignored.” She said the 
unrest is “perhaps natural and certainly 
legitim ate,” and added: 
“I reached the conclusion that the public 
should 
be 
given 
the 
opportunity 
to 
reassess” its political preferences. 
The unrest was apparent outside the 
Knesset, where several thousand Israelis 
massed in a peaceful antigovernm ent dem ­ 
onstration. 
Mrs 
M eir will stay on until a new 
governm ent is form ed or until new general 
elections. She prom ised that her interim re- 
p m e would continue to fulfill its functions 
to 
the 
utmost 
and 
with 
com plete 
authority .” 


She said Israeli am bassadors had been 
instructed to tell their host governm ents 
that Israel would “continue to seek peace

Mrs. M eir appeared to be reassuring the

A cou ple of observ ations are in order. 
First, the facts themselv es are not in mu ch 
dispu te.

The 
first massiv e u se of standardized tests 
occu rred in World War I. with the “Army 


Alpha” and “Army Beta” tests. With 
encou ragement 
from

ex panded greatly in the nex t 20 or 3 0 y ears. 
Long before Shockley came along, a host of 
respected scholars had worked on the 
v olu minou s data. The facts are plain. 


What is not plain is what the facts mean. 
It is qu ite conceiv able, as many critics 
hav e insisted, that the tests themselv es are 
at fau lt — that cu ltu ral and env ironmental 
differences are so great that no test cou ld 
be dev ised that fairly cou ld measu re 
whites and blacks by the same qu estions. 
On the other hand, it is conceiv able that 
Shockley may be right: there may , indeed, 
by some genetic basis, as there seems to be 
a genetic basis for the black tendency 
toward sickle cell aiæmia. 


When Shockley first got into this field, he 
was u rging only that the genetic possibility 
be responsibly ex plored. Ov ernight he 
became an intellectu al leper. In the 
emotional hothou se of a racially consciou s 
society , hositility grew like a tropical v ine.

after another 
— 
Princeton, Yale, Dartmou th, Harv ard —

These institu tions in the past hav e 
prided themselv es as citadels of free 
speech. Their contemptible treatment of 
Shockley giv es the lie to this boast. Others 
may propou iKi ou trageou s ideas, not he. A 
black law stu dent ex plained to CBS 
reporter Mike Wallace that freedom of 
speech “mu st be intelligently applied,” 
and Shockley , he said, is “not intelligent.” 
Wallace asked who is to decide which ideas 
are intelligent? “The people,” said the 
stu dent. And who are the pe<^le? “We 
are,” said the stu dent. 


Shockley ’s political proposals, which 
appear to Inv olv e some kind of prnnt-and- 
bonu s sy stem of rewards for sterilization, 
sou nd screwball to me. Bu t this has to be 
said, and it has to be said ov er and ov er: if 
free speech is to su rv iv e, free speech mu st 
be preserv ed for those who propou nd ideas 
that others regard as screwball ideas. 
These ideas can be challenged, accepted, 
ridicu led, prov ed or disprov ed, bu t in a 
free society they mu st nev er be su ppressed.

WASHINGTON — President Nix on has 
come throu gh the Watergate ordeal, so far, 
with no ou tward sign of strain. This is the 
remarkable report of aides and v isitors 
whom we hav e su rv ey ed. 


Ov er the past y ear, the President’s great 
re-election v ictory has ex ploded. One by 
one, close associates hav e pleaded gu ilty to 
crimes and hav e accu sed other tru sted 
aides of crimes. Each day , month after 
month, has brou ght news of y et another 
moral calamity . 


The President has been rev ealed as a tax 
fu dger who wou ld u se du biou s loopholes 
to redu ce his income tax below that of an 
ordinary worker, a finagler who wou ld bilk 
the tax pay ers for improv ements to his 
personal property . When 
crimes and 
improprieties hav e been traced right to his 
door, he has defended himself by claiming 
the President of the United States didn’t 
know what was going on inside the White 
Hou se.

The press secretary said that all items 
wou ld be sold for cash, and all sales were 
firial. 


The dreary rev elations, piled one u pon 
another, might hav e broken a man of less 
grim determination. The terrible weight 
cou ld still affect his policy decisions and 
cau se repercu ssions arou nd the world. 


Therefore, we hav e interv iewed sev eral

Sou rces who v isited the retreat du ring 
these periods say Rebozo wou ld mix a 
small pitcher of martinis and the two men 
wou ld sit in deep silence seemingly on the 
same wav e length.

He looks his v isitors 
straight in the ey e, his own gaze nev er 
wandering. His handshake is firm. There is 
color in his cheeks. 


Sev eral people told u s he looks better 
now than ev er. Party worker Mrs. Martin 
Erck, who met with the President for the 
first

commented 
wonderingly : “He lu s held u p a great deal 
better than I hav e.” 


He is in good hu mor, often wisecracking 
and lau ghing with those arou nd him. A

The President shu ffled throu gh 
the paintings and came u pon his own 
likeness.

Carlson said federal prisons are getting 
a mu ch higher p roportion of so-called 
high-risk inmates more lik ely to p ersist in 
committing crimes than was the case a 
decade ago. 
He told rep orters that low-risk offen­ 
ders more often are being spared prison 
and p u t on probation. 
Atty . Gen. William B. Sax be said the 
su rv ey , 
which cov ered 
1,800 inmates 
released in 19 70, was the first major stu dy 
of recidiv ism—or criminal rep eaters—of 
the federal p op u lation in 10 y ears. 
The last su rv ey rep orted the recidiv ism 
rate at 35 p er cent while the new one said 
it is abou t 33 p er cent. 
“This recidiv ism rate is by no means as 
low as I wou ld lik e to se e for the federal 
sy stem,” Sax be said in a statement. 
He added, “In the p ast 10 y ears, the 
p rison pop u lation has gotten tou gher bu t 
the su ccess rate for offenders has im­ 
prov ed. I think that say s something for 
corrections at the federal lev el.” 


Carlson said 11 p er cent of inmates 
inv olv ed in the earlier stu dy had been 
conv icted of su ch seriou s crimes as 
mu rder, k idnap ing and dru g traffick ing, 
bu t 15 p er cent of the 19 70 inmates 
were 
conv icted 
of seriou s offenses.

get more black v otes in Alabama than ev er 
before. 
May or Johnny Ford, who has work ed 
closely with Wallace on gov ernmental 
issu es, issu ed a formal annou ncement 
endorsing the gov ernor. He said in an 
interv iew after the annou ncement that 
Wallace’s aid to p redominantly black 
Tu sk egee has demonstrated his willingness 
to “help all the people, p articu larly those 
who really need it.” 
“Ou r citizens hav e come to realize that 
v oting for people is one way of assu ring 
that their commu nity will get at least its 
fair share of resou rces,” Ford said. 
“That’s what it’s really all abou t.” 
Ford, a Democrat, was elected may or 
in early 19 72, after work ing for the federal 
Model 
Cities 
program. 
He 
endorsed 
President Nix on for re-election becau se, 
he 
said, 
the 
President 
had 
helped 
Tu sk egee get considerable federal aid. 
Ford said he believ es Wallace will carry 
Tu sk egee, a u niv ersity town that was the 
scene of a nu mber of racial demonstra­ 
tions a decade ago. Ford also p redicted 
Wallace will carry all of Macon Cou nty , 
whose p opu lation is 83 p er cent black , and 
will get “su bstantially more” black v otes 
elsewhere in the state than he has in 
prev iou s races.. 
Ford said Wallace has k ep t ev ery 
commitment he has made to him and that 
Tu sk egee got more new indu stry in the 
p ast y ear than ev er before. He said that in 
that effort, he was “p ersonally assisted by 
the gov ernor and his staff.” 
Tu sk egee and Macon Cou nty were for 
many y ears focal p oints of racial u nrest in 
Alabama. Until a federal cou rt ordered 
the registration of black v oters, many with 
college degrees had been tu rned down 
while illiterate whites were allowed to 
v ote. 
The city and cou nty both hav e black 
v oting majorities. Wallace has nev er 
carried either.
